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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This communication is responsive to the amendment filed 10/02/2007. 

Claims 1-20 are currently pending in this application. Claims 1-7 have been amended. 
Claims 8-20 have been added. Claims 1, 9, and 16 are independent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in ( 1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another tiled in the United States 
before the im en lion by the applicant for patent or ( 2 ) a patent granted on an application tor patent by another tiled in the I niled Stales 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) 
shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yousefi'zadeh 
(US 20040030739 Al). 

As to claim 1: 

Yousefi'zadeh teaches a system including a multi-tier application architecture having a 
middletier (see Figs.lA-lB), the system comprising: a framework to mediate between an 
application and the middletier, wherein the framework is configured to: allow the 
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middletier to execute an object fetched by the application from a cache (see ]ffl0027-0040, 
0056, and 0058); when the execution of the object fails, repeatedly refresh the object 
within a limited number of retries (see ^0027-0040, 0056, and 0058); when the object 
refresh succeeds (see Tfl[0027-0040, 0056, and 0058), return the object to the cache and 
again allow the middletier to execute the object (see ^0027-0040, 0056, and 0058); and 
when the object refresh does not succeed within the limited number of retries, quit the 
application in fail-safe way (see Tffl0056, 0058, and 0091). 

As to claim 2: 

Yousefi'zadeh teaches allow user to specify the limited number of retries (see ^0056, 
0058, and 0091). 

As to claim 3: 

Yousefi'zadeh teaches allow user to specify a time interval between the retries (see 
1U0056, 0058, and 0091). 



As to claim 4: 

Yousefi'zadeh teaches the framework has its operations visualized to a user (see TfflOl 15- 
0119). 
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As to claim 5: 

Yousefi'zadeh teaches a watchdog configured to resume normal operations when the 
middletier crashes (see 1H0056, 0058, and 0091). 

As to claim 6: 

Yousefi'zadeh teaches the watchdog is configured to recover a middletier based on a 
result of periodical polling (see 1(1(0101-01 15). 

As to claim 7: 

Yousefi'zadeh teaches the watchdog is configured to recover a middletier based on 
notification from the framework (see 11(0101-01 15). 

As to claim 8: 

Yousefi'zadeh teaches a logic controller, a detector, a refresher, and a quitter (see 1ffl0027- 
0040, 0056, and 0058). 

As to claims 9-15: 

Refer to claims 1-8 above for rejections. 
As to claims 16-20: 

Refer to claims 1-8 above for rejections.
